J. Horace Kent and H. F. Smith 
started the second express service to 
the Fraser River gold mines on July 
1, 1858. This was just a month after 


Wm. T. Ballou had initiated his Pion- 
eer Fraser River Express, as agent 
for Freeman's California Express 
(the chief U.S. Competitor of Wells 
Fargo & Co.) 

Kent & Smith were the first 
British Columbia mainland agents 
for Wells Fargo's Express. As ment- 
ioned in a previous article іп POP- 
ULAR STAMPS, Welis Fargo & Co. 
did not open offices on the main- 
land, but established an internation- 
al banking and express headquarters 
at Victoria, Vancouver Island. They 
arranged with the local expresses 
which followed the miners to the 
new and unorganized country on the 
Fraser and Thompson Rivers to 
bring down express and_ treasure, 
and deposit it with them at Victoria. 

Nearly ninety years have passed 
since the first Fraser River gold 


rush, and a contemporary word- 
picture of that event is of interest.

To quote the Rev. 
Brown, Minister of St. Mary's, 
looet in 1863: 


“In the spring of 1858, it was 
known in California that gold 
had been discovered on the 
banks of the Fraser River... 
The excitement caused by this 
news amongst the miners of Cal- 
ifornia was unbounded. And not 
the miners only; all classes of 
the community seemed smitten 
with the gold epidemic. ‘None 
ате too poor, says the TIMES 
correspondent, writing from San 
Franciso, in June 1858, ’and 
none too rich to go. None too 
young, and none too old to go, 
even the decrepit go. Many go 


with money, many го without; 
some to invest in real estate, 
some to see what may turn 


up; some out of curiosity, some 
to steal, and unquestionally some 
to die." 


*In short, never in the history 
of the migrations of men has 
been such a ‘rush’ so sudden and 
so vast. It is calculated, that by 
the middle of July some 20,000 
men had left California for the 
new Elorado. But unfortunately 
by far the greater number were 
doomed to disappointment. They 
arrived too early. The river was 
swollen and the bars were flood- 
ed by the stream. Only a few 
met with success. Тһе greater 
part, discouraged by failure, by 
seareity of food, and by the im- 
penetrability of the forests, 
made haste to abandon the in- 
hospitable Fraser . . . Those 
however who remained on the 
Fraser reaped the reward of 
their fortitude and patience. The 
river fell, and the miners were 
able to work, and with very good 
average success.” 

The first advertisement of Kent 
& Smith’s Express in the Victoria 
Gazette, reproduced here, shows that 
this express not only covered the 
lower Fraser River territory, but it 
also undertook the hazardous trip 
up the gloomy Fraser canyon to the 
Forks of the Fraser апа Thompson 
Rivers, and on to Fort Thompson 
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(now Kamloops). 

This express also travelled east- 
ward to the Similkameen country, 
as revealed in the Victoria Gazette, 
August 21, 1858: 


“FROM THE COLVILLE REG- 
ION: We learn through Messrs. 
Kent & Smith’s Express that on 
August 4th and 5th an engage- 
ment took place between 180 
whites, under the command of 
Mr. David M. Layer of Oregon, 
and 80 Indians at the Forks of 
the Okinikan апа  Similkamin 
rivers. Three whites were kill- 
ed and two wounded  mortally, 
while two were slightly hurt. 
Not more than 25 whites were 
engaged in the fight at any one 
time. Six Indians were wounded. 
The eause was robbery of cattle 
by the Indians." 


That they also operated on the 
Harrison  Lake-Lillooet .route, 15% 
shown іп another news item іп the 


Gazette, Sept. 2, 1858: 


“We learn through a letter sent 

to Mr. Kent of Kent & Smith's 

Express, that a canoe was upset 

on the 18th inst. while  ascend- 

ing the Lillooet, whereby six 
men were drowned. No names or 
further particulars are given." 

In November 1858 Governor James 
Douglas reported that over ten 
thousand persons were engaged іп 
mining, half of them between 
Murderer's Bar (below Fort Hope) 
and Fort Yale Bar. The others were 
mostly in the Fraser canyon. 

The total output of the Fraser 
tiver mines—June to December 1858 
--was $520,353.* The returns of Wells 
Fargo & Co. show that during those 
six months of 1858 they shipped 
$337,765 gold, dust from Victoria to 
San Franciso. Much of that amount 
was brought down the Fraser River 
by Kent & Smith's Express and de- 
posited by them with wells Fargo at 
Victoria. 

If out of the thousands of advent- 
urers who stampeded to the Fraser 
River, ten thousand made an attempt 
to dig gold, and if the total return of

(Continued from Page 6) 
just over half a million dollars is 
correct, then each miner averaged 
only $50 for the first six months of 
the gold rush. Clearly no fortunes 
were made in 1858! 

With the resumption of regular 
steamer service on the Fraser River 
in the spring of 1859, Wells Fargo 
& Co. advertised in the Victoria 
Gazette of April 11, 1859, that they 
would despatch an express by every 
steamer to the Fraser River, to 
agencies at Langley, Hope and Yale, 
and at Yale they would connect with 
expresses to the interior. 

Kent & Smith's Express was not 
mentioned as the mainland represent- 
ative of Wells Fargo at this time. Of 
course Wells Fargo & Co. might not 
have wished to give an exclusive con- 
traet to any one express, but  pre- 
ferred to deal with any with which 
it proved to be expedient. 

But it.is quite possible that Kent 


& Smith diseontinued their express 
service during the winter of 1858-59 
and went back to the American side 
along with the thousands of miners 
who were disappointed with the 
meagre returns of the early Fraser 
River rush. Ballou said: *I ran them 
off. They could not make it pay and 
hauled off. [ connected with Wells 
Fargo then". 

Few covers exist today as 
of the 1858 gold rush. One such 
cover, а Wells Fargo from бап 
Franeiso, readdressed at Victoria to 
Fort Hope, was most likely carried 
on the last stage of its journey by 
Kent & Smith's Express. Another 
cover addressed to “Fraser’s River" 
with manuscript direction “Express” 
might be attributed to Kent & Smith. 
It is unlikely that they used either 
printed envelopes or handstamp.

He was one 
of the first to escape Nazi-occupied 
Norway, finally reaching Little Nor- 
way in Canada to be trained as a 
fighter pilot. He was killed in а 
Spitfire during manoeuvers off the 
Orkneys, March 1942. The other was 
Bernhard Malmoe who came to 
Little Norway in 1941. A year later 
he went to England as a member of 
the ground crew of the Second Nor- 
wegian Fighter Squadron. Later һе 
was transferred to the Norwegian 
Patrol Squadron under the British 
Coastal Command stationed in Scot- 
land where he was given training as 
air gunner. He was lost in October, 
1943.

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MISS HARPER AT OTTAWA 


Following are excerpts from the 
address given by Miss Ethel Нагр- 


er, of Robson Lowe & Co., London, 
Eng. who was guest speaker at the 
Ottawa Philatelic Society Annual 
dinner, April 16th. 

Her subject was ‘“Philateliy in 
Britain During The War Years." 
Concluding her address she mention- 
ed a point on which Canadian Phil- 
atelists have been curious and that 
is cencering destruction of Philatelic 
material during the war. It appears 
that the greatest lost to stamp  col- 
lectors in England during the blitz 
was probably the destruction of the 
Chancery Lane deposit vaults where- 
in London dealers generally kept 


their surplus stock. Fortunately 
these vaults extended five stories 
underground and the lower two 


where classical material was stored 
were protected by the debris  piling 
above and collections deposited there 
came out in good condition. Those on 
upper floors, however, were destroy- 
ed. 

Miss Harper reported a great 
growth in the number of stamp col- 


lectors in England during the war 
owing to it having been impossible 
to follow outdoor hobbies, and 


hazarded there had been an in- 
crease of 50,000 stamp collectors 
there in the past five years. A fair 
proportion of these new recruits she 
believes will give up collecting and 
return to their former  pastimes 
when normal times return. Many 
philatelic societies closed down  dur- 
ing the war owing to duties of mem- 
bers and meeting places being  re- 
quired for war purposes. Small local 
societies, however sprang up іп 
many sections, and may continue 
when the larger societies resume. 

European refugees and collectors 
coming to England had increased 
interest in the stamps they brought 
from those countries. Marked  in- 
crease in prices had been noted in 
stamps of Great Britain and North 
America. These prices have eased 
somewhat since cessation of hostilit- 
ies and more freedom in export was 
allowed. 

An expansion 


in postal history 
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interest has been noted in England. 
The study of handstruck postal 
markings on cover led to delving into 
their history. 

“Middle issues of today will Ре- 
come classics of tomorrow,” said 
Miss Harper, and she was sure that 
new phases and fresh fields of ех- 
ploration will be found that will 
maintain the interest of present and 
future collectors. :

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Philately in New Zealand 


by C. M. MeNaught, 


Members of the Canadian  Philat- 
elie Societies in Canada may, be inter- 
ested to know something about the 
activities and interests of Philatelic 
Societies in the sister Dominion of 
New Zealand, and I write these few 
notes with this in view and to convey 
fraternal greetings from Philatelic 
Societies in this country. 

When the war started there were 
22 philatelic societies in the Domin- 
ion but. several went into recess and 
today with those temporarily or per- 
manently in recess but allowing for 
new ones commencing activity in the 
last few years there are approxim- 
ately 20 Societies in this country. 
This is apart from several stamp cir- 
cuits whose sole activity is conduct- 
ing stamp sales circuits. Of these 
societies, the oldest and largest is 
the Philatelic Society of New Zea- 
land Inc. with headquarters in the 
capital city of Wellington. This soc- 
iety has an active present member- 
ship list of over 250 members and 
the intake of new members over the 
last two or three years has everaged 
about six times the loss from deaths 
or resignations. 

Advice has just been received by 
the Society that His Majesty the 
King has graciously consented to 
permit the Society to use the term 
“Royal” in connection with the So- 
ciety and will hereafter be known as 
the Royal Philatelic Society of New 
Zealand. Apart from the Royal 
Philatelic Society in London, this 
Society is the only other Society 
in the Empire so honoured. The 
Royal Philatelic Society of New Zea- 
land was founded over 56 years ago 
and is beleived to be the oldest Phil- 
atelic Society in the Southern Hem- 
isphere. Our oldest member, Mr. L. 
A. Sanderson of Wellington, who 
was the first Secretary of the Soc- 
iety, enjoys the unique record of 


never having missed an annual 
meeting of the Society in the 56 
years of the  Society's existence. 


The original minute books and bal- 


very small cash 


ance sheet and annual report in Mr. 
Sanderson’s. handwriting show а 
balance compared 
with the Society’s present day  im- 
pressive’ finances. : 

During the Society’s 56 years of 
existence it has been responsible 
for the publication of several out- 
standing publications and for the 
staging of several exhibitions of 
stamps, culminating in 1940 with 
the publication of the 678-page 
handbook “The Postage Stamps of 
New Zealand" edited by Messrs. R. 
д. С. Collins, К.Р.Р. and CIE тем 
Fathers. Limited to 1000 numbered 
copies and published originally at 
£1:5:0 per copy, good second-hand 
copies of this work are today eager- 
ly bought at six times and even at 
10 times the published price. This 
book, for anyone interested as a 
specialist in the stamps of New Zea- 
land, is the last word in  authorit- 
ative and accurate data on the post- 
al issues of this country. 

The Society’s patron is His Ex- 
celleney, Sir Cyril Newall, Govern- 
or-General of New Zealand and the 
President Sir Heaton Rhodes, who 
has formed the finest collection іп 
existence of the Full Face Queens 
(first type) of New Zealand stamps. 

Other leading Societies іп this 
country are the Christchurch Phil- 
atelic Society Inc., The Auckland 
Philatelic Sqociety, The Timaru 
Philatelic Society and the Manawatu 
Philatelic Society, The Dunedin 
Philatelic Club and the Wangaanue 
Philatelic Society. All of these So- 
cieties have memberships of over 
100 and running up to 225 members. 

With the war now over and phil- 
atelists who have been unable to de- 
vote much time to the hobby now 
able to spend more time оп stamps 
once again, the recrudesence of 
many of our Societies is fully ex- 
pected and also the growth of many 
other Societies in smaller centres. 
Interest in philately in this country 


may be looked for over the coming 
years.
